Hundreds of people have 
signed a petition against 
plans. 

Ros Hands, the boss of 
LearnPlay Foundation, a 
not-for-profit company 
which employs 200 people, 
said many were worried. She 
has collected 350 names on a 
petition calling for the build¬ 
ing to remain as an arts 
centre. 

“These are very concern¬ 
ing times,” she said. We have 
had dozens of calls from con¬ 
cerned parents, lots of tears, 
lots of drama.” 

Chris Lydiate, sales direc¬ 
tor at graphic design 
company Eagle Design, one 
of the latest firms to occupy 
office space in the building, 
said: “We are shocked and 
disappointed that no-one 
spoke to us. If it was to 
become a college we would 
have to move elsewhere.” 

Sandwell Council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
has said the authority has 
‘gone as far as we can’ with 
the building. The college 
aims to offer 500 places for A 
Level students at The Public 
if plans go ahead.

Frontline 
recruits

FIFTY new firefighters are 
to be taken on by West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service. 

The online recruitment 
process starts next month 
and the service is gearing up 
to receive thousands of 
applications for the posts. 

The fire service has faced 
government funding cuts of 
£21 million, and the number 
of frontline firefighters has 
fallen dramatically as a 
result. 

The numbers will have 
dropped from 1,600 in 2011 
to 1,236 by the end of 2015. 

And the new recruits are 
needed to make sure the 
service continues to run 
effectively, according to 
bosses. 

The recruits will be on 
£21,369, rising to £22,258 
during development and 
rising to £28,481 when com¬ 
petent. 

Sandwell councillor John 
Edwards who is chairman of 
the West Midlands Fire and 
Rescue Authority, said: “We 
need to recruit in order to 
keep fire engines on the run 
and fire stations open.

Shock as 
centre to 
close for

The new £7million centre 
is due to open in 2015. 

It was thought the sports 
hall would stay open during 
the work, but now the only 
building on site which will 
remain open is the GP’s 
surgery. 

The pool was closed in 
2011 after it was found to 
have ‘concrete cancer’. 
Council officers have applied 
to Sandwell Council to 
flatten the pool, fitness 
centre, viewing area and 
offices. 

If approved, demolition 
will start in July and should 
be completed by September. 

Deputy leader Councillor 
Steve Eling said: “We will be 
able to provide a modern, 
energy-efficient centre 
which will give people in 
Wednesbury high-quality 
facilities.” 

Wednesbury North Coun¬ 
cillor and leader of 
Sandwell’s Conservative 
group Mavis Hughes said: 
“The sports hall is well used 
and once it closes people go 
elsewhere and they won’t 
come back. They should 
keep it open while the other 
work is done. It is disastrous 
for Wednesbury if it closes.” 

Temple car

Families in fence plea 
to keep the thieves out

FAMILIES in Wednesbury 
have called for improved 
fencing to stop thieves tar¬ 
geting their homes and 
shops at a nearby retail park. 

There have been complaints about 
the flimsy fencing in Poplar Road for 
over a year. 

Thieves have been taking advan¬ 
tage of gaps in the fencing to sneak on 
to the Gallagher Retail Park and 
break into stores. 

It is also believed they have been 
using the gaps to survey homes and 
break into back gardens. Just days 
ago, one woman who lives in Poplar 
Road, in her late 30s, was woken by 
the sound of an intruder on her 
landing. 

Residents met councillors, police 
and a representative from Decathlon, 
one of the stores at the retail park, to 
demand that the fencing be 
improved. 

One Poplar Road residents who was 
burgled in 2011 but was too scared to 
be named, said: “We think the thieves 
are using the holes in the fence as a 
form of escape and to clock when 
people go out. 

“It’s quite scary at night. You can 
hear people moving about in the 
undergrowth and you know they can 
see you but you can’t see them.” 

Initiatives 

Mechanic Luke Giles, aged 28, who 
has lived in Poplar Road for six 
months, said: “The fence might as 
well be non-existent, there are holes 
in it everywhere. We have got to do 
something about it.” 

Last April and May, Decathlon was 
targeted by thieves seven times, and 
B&Q three times. TK Maxx, Boots 
and Outfit were each targeted once. 

Bosses at the retail park have tried 
to repair the fence but thieves cut 
through it again. 

Councillor Elaine Costigan said: 
“Residents have said they have had 
enough. It’s time this was sorted out.” 

Gallagher spokesman Graeme 
Mascall said the company was looking 
into preventative measures and wider 
security initiatives. 


A FIERCE blaze ripped through a 
factory unit in Tipton. 

Up to 40 firefighters took around 
an hour to bring the blaze in Bank- 
field Road, near Toll End Road, 
Ocker Hill, under control. Eight 
crews responded to the emergency 
call. 

Part of Toll End Road between its 
junction with Cupfields Avenue and 
Powis Avenue was closed while 
crews doused the flames. 

Crew commander Scott Weldon 
from West Bromwich fire station 
said the cause of the fire was 


unknown and investigations would 
continue to find how it started. 

A fire investigation officer was in 
attendance and the empty building 
was due to be pulled down later. 

It was not immediately known 
who owns the building. 

Engineer 

Crew commander Weldon said: 
“The damage to the building is 90 
per cent with about 60 per cent of 
that fire damage. 

“The property is void and we 
believe privately owned.” 


He added: “A structural engineer 
assessed the damage and deemed it 
unsafe.” 

Crews remained at the scene 
throughout the night and contin¬ 
ued damping down. No-one was 
injured. 

Fire crews from Tipton, Wednes¬ 
bury, West Bromwich, Brierley Hill, 
Smethwick, Oldbury, Fallings Park 
and Bilston attended. 

Officers said the road closure did 
not cause traffic problems in the 
local area, despite being closed 
during the rush hour period.

Jagwant Singh Gill, who ran a shop 
in Dibble Road, served on Sandwell 
Council for more than 15 years and 
was made an honorary alderman in 
2008.

Paying tribute to the grandfather- 
of-12, his granddaughter Kiren Basi 
said: “He was a proud man who 
would do anything for anyone.

Mr Gill, an Alzheimer’s sufferer, 
was born in Punjab, India, in 1935. 

He worked as a police officer in Sin¬ 


gapore and later moved to Smeth¬ 
wick. He opened his shop in the 
1960s. 

He met his partner Balwinder 
Kaur Gill in India when he was a 
teenager. They had two sons and six 
daughters, and lived in Brisbane 
Road. 

“My grandmother is heartbroken 
but I don’t think the news has really 
hit her yet,” said Miss Basi, aged 29. 
Mr Gill represented Sandwell 


Council’s St Paul’s ward and was a 
chairman of Sandwell’s equality 
scrutiny committee. His work at the 
council led to him being invited to 
Buckingham Palace for a garden 
party with the Queen 15 years ago. 

His funeral was on Saturday. His 
family asked people to make dona¬ 
tions to Alzheimer’s Research UK.

IT’S PRETTY in pink and now 
Richard Keeling’s novelty ambu¬ 
lance is ready to go on the road to 
party. 

Mr Keeling has been able to launch his 
party bus business after being granted a 
licence - but he has had to go though 18 
months of trying. 

The 32-year-old from Tividale thought he 
was on to a winning idea when he bought the 
ambulance back in 2011 for £3,000, and set 
about transforming it into a luxury party 
limo. 

But he was forced to cancel £5,000 worth 
of bookings when an officer at Sandwell 
Council told him any application for a 
licence would fail. 

Since then he had been trying to get the

project back on the road, and now his appli¬ 
cation has finally been approved. 

“It’s been a long hard 18 months of fight¬ 
ing so I’m over the moon to get here now,” 
he said. “At times it didn’t look like it was 
going to happen. 

“When I had to cancel all my bookings it 
was a nightmare. But finally I have what I 
need.” 

Mr Keeling did not submit an application 
to Sandwell Council in the first instance 
because he was told licensed vehicles needed 
to be silver and under five years old. 

He applied to another licensing authority, 
VOSA, but the application failed, as did the 
subsequent appeal. 


He eventually did try with Sandwell 
Council and investigations revealed that the 
case fell under limousine rather than taxi 
rules. 

Thanks to that lucky breakthrough, it did 
not matter that his vehicle was not silver or 
more than five years old. 

And he was relieved when his licence was 
approved on May 1. 

Impressed 

Mr Keeling, who used to work for a tyre 
supplier but was made redundant last year, 
has already had his first booking - a 27th 
birthday party for a group of women from 
Stourbridge. 

“They loved it,” he said. “There were 
eight of them. I picked them up and drove 
them round for an hour. 


“They were laughing, having a good time. 
I think they were really impressed. They 
were pretty drunk.” 

Mr Keeling, who lives near Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Road in Tividale, spent thousands of 
pounds on the ambulance to convert it into 
an eight-seater party bus. 

He installed a bar, lights and new leather 
seats in the back. 

Mr Keeling said birthday parties, stu¬ 
dents heading to proms, stag and hen 
parties and even wedding parties could be 
catered for in the vehicle. 

The party bus features everything to help 
an event go with a swing - a huge sound 
system, karaoke machine, mirrored ceiling, 
LCD TV with DVD player, bubble machine, 
plus lasers and a strobe lighting system.

A FORMER footballer has admitted 
causing almost £5,000 damage and 
disrupting a bank for more than a 
week by stealing copper cable. 

Former West Ham United youth 
team player Michael Barnard was 
caught in a manhole in Rowley 
Regis by an engineer who went to 
investigate a line fault. 

The defendant pleaded guilty last 
month but the cost of damage was 
not established until a hearing at 


Sandwell Magistrates’ Court. The 
wire was worth £1,297 but the com¬ 
bined loss to BT was £4,759. 

Barnard, aged 20, will sentenced 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court on 
June 11 after magistrates referred 
the case. 

The BT engineer stumbled across 
the theft while carrying out repairs 
on April 3. He had been called to 
what seemed like a routine job in 
Habberley Road after a report of a 


fault on a line. But when he arrived 
and removed the manhole cover to 
fix the problem, he heard a peculiar 
sound from underground. 

He called 999 and officers arrived 
just in time to see Barnard, who 
lives in a caravan park in Lower 
Road, Hextable, Kent, climbing out 
of the hole covered in dirt. 

The court heard that more than 
77 metres of copper cable was cut 
and, of this, 49 metres was missing.

A search underground by BT 
engineers found torches, copper 
piping, cutting tools, winching 
equipment and batteries. 

Paul Hitchcock, prosecuting, said 
the Barclay’s bank branch in High 
Street faced more than a week of dis¬ 
ruption as a result of the theft. 

Timothy Talbot-Webb, defending, 
said “This young man is not a habit¬ 
ual criminal. ” 


Residents urge action 
on speeding drivers 


PEOPLE living next to a road 
they call a race track, have 
called for safety measures to 
slow down speeding 
motorists. 

Residents of All Saints Way, which 
is next to Sandwell Hospital, claim 
that average speeds on the dual car¬ 
riageway reach 60mph. The limit is 
40mph. 

Homeowner John Shapcott, 73, 
wants flashing signs telling people of 
the speed limit, and a police presence 
to book offenders and deter others. 

The retired highway construction 
worker said: “As it is, the road is a race 
track. There’s no deterrent whatso¬ 
ever. Cars come down here at an 
average of 60mph, and at night you 
can here them speeding. 

“It’s like a rat run from Newton 
Road at the top to the other end. It’s 
absolutely horrendous - they are 
travelling like maniacs. 

“There’s been a number of acci¬ 
dents, it happens every few weeks. 
Someone’s got to do something before 
people get killed.” 

Diversions 

He said the problems were made 
worse as the route was sometimes 
used for diversions for road works on 
the M5. 

Another resident, Lilian Bradley, 
66, who worked for 26 years as a 
crossing warden, said the speeding 
had got worse over the past few years. 

“It’s terrible,” she said. “When we 
try to get our car on and off the drive 
sometimes we’ve got no chance, we 
have to sit there for 10 to 15 minutes 
because they come down so fast. 

“We’ve got cracks appearing in our 
ceiling now, I think because of the 
volume of traffic. 

“And we get lots of accidents - there 
was one where a car nearly ended up 
on our forecourt. They have to do 
something.” 

Councillor Ian Jones, Sandwell’s 
neighbourhoods boss, said: “There 
are speed limit signs all along All 
Saints Way but the speed cameras 
have been switched off because of 
central government cuts. 

“Unfortunately flashing speed 
light sensors are even more costly to 
run.”

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Sales of 
council 
homes is 
soaring 

SOARING numbers of 
council house tenants have 
used the right to buy to get 
themselves on the property 
ladder, new figures show. 

The number of people 
buying their council houses 
more than doubled in the 
past year. 

Sandwell saw one of the 
biggest rises in the country 
with 184 sales last year com¬ 
pared with 76 in 2011 - an 
increase of 142 per cent. 

In Wolverhampton there 
were 119 tenants who 
bought their council homes 
compared with 60 the year 
before. In Dudley the figure 
was 109, up from 57. Walsall 
Council does not own any 
houses. 

The right to buy scheme 
offers eligible tenants dis¬ 
counts of up to £75,000 off 
the value of their home. 

A total of 2,449 properties 
were sold nationally 
between January and March 
this year, more than four 
times the 566 sold during 
the same period in 2012. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron said he wanted to 
turn round the decline 
under Labour of people 
using their right to buy. 

He said: “As Prime Minis¬ 
ter and as a Conservative I 
am determined to help 
people in the West Midlands 
own a home of their own.” 

Part-worn 
tyre sellers 
are warned 

TRADING standards chiefs 
in Sandwell will be clamping 
down on the sale of poten¬ 
tially dangerous tyres in a 
new crackdown. 

Officials will be offering 
all part-worn tyre dealers in 
the borough advice on how 
to comply with relevant leg¬ 
islation. 

It is a criminal offence for 
traders to supply tyres that 
do not conform to regula¬ 
tions, and traders found 
doing so are warned they 
will face action and possible 
prosecution. 

Sandwell’s cabinet 
member for neighbourhood 
services, Councillor Ian 
Jones, said: “Consumers 
may be looking to purchase 
part-worn tyres as a way of 
cutting costs. 

“But dangerous tyres are 
potentially putting drivers, 
passengers and other road 
users at serious risk.” 


Arson attack victims take refuge on balconies

FAMILIES in a block of flats in 
Tipton had to take refuge on their 
balconies after arsonists started a 
fire. 

The fire in a storage room 
released dangerous fumes and 
thick smoke at the block. 

The residents couldn’t get 
through the smoke so firefighters 
advised them to stay on their bal¬ 
conies. 

The drama last week started 
when the arsonists got in to the 
building in Churchfield Avenue 


through the back doors and set 
cupboards in a storage room 
alight. 

One woman in her 20s smelled 
smoke and alerted the people in 
the other five flats. No-one was 
injured. 

The woman, who asked not to 
be named, said: “I went upstairs 
and knocked on all the doors to tell 
them about the fire then called the 
fire brigade. We went out on our 
balcony because the smoke was so 
thick.” 


Another resident, Howard 
Roberts, aged 73, said he didn’t 
know anything about the fire until 
he was alerted by his neighbour. 

About half a dozen people had to 
take refuge on their balconies and 
firefighter Paul Harpin said they 
were very lucky. 

“Fortunately the residents were 
in their flats with their doors 
closed and that managed to 
restrict most of the smoke to the 
halls and communal areas. 

“There was no way they could 


get out their front doors so they 
were shouting each other from the 
balconies.” 

Firefighters from Wednesbury, 
Tipton and Bilston attended and 
Mr Harpin said: “It was not too 
difficult to deal with. 

“It was just really smoke logged. 
It was mainly a case of just making 
sure everyone was accounted for 
and was okay.” 

The building suffered fire 
damage in the store room and 
smoke damage elsewhere.

Folk clubs and small venues 
feel under threat. DANNY 
FARRAGHER spoke to the 
musician leading thefightback 

THEY say an avalanche can start 
from just a single noise and while 
it may not be quite that dramatic, 
a rumble was started on Face- 
book by musician John Richards 
almost two years ago which 
turned into a national movement. 

As part of this movement people from all 
over the Midlands gathered in Wolver¬ 
hampton determined to find solutions that 
are crucial to their survival. 

John, aged 62, originally from Coseley 
and now living in Worfield, Bridgnorth, has 
been on the folk circuit for more than 40 
years and is passionate about the tradition 
and even more so about the local clubs 
where new acts cut their teeth and which 
he feels are being ignored both by the folk 
circuit generally and the national and local 
media specifically. 

Musicians 

Folk21 saw its first West Midlands 
Regional Conference descend on the 
Newhampton Arts Centre, Dunkley Street, 
Whitmore Reans where promoters, club 
organisers, musicians and folk fans came 
together. 

The all-day conference was split into two 
parts with the delegates and visitors having 
their say in two seminar-style gatherings 
and then the evening putting on a show¬ 
case for new acts from around the country. 
So where does the problem lie? 

“The basis of Folk21 was that I was 
getting more and more depressed over a 
period of time as to the way the folk clubs 
were getting treated as compared to the fes¬ 
tivals, the folk awards, the bigger concerts, 
radio and TV and I thought we were given 
very much the wrong end of the stick and 
that something needed to be done about it, ” 
explained John. 

“I blogged this and a lot of like-minded 


nothing to do with modern folk. Now that 
is stopping younger people from getting 
involved in what we do, and my passion for 
this after playing and running folk clubs 
for 40 years is I want there to be continuity 
so the ‘missing’ 30-somethings and 
younger have a ‘database’ of folk clubs 
which they can carry forward for the 
future, because the way things are going 
they won’t have, and that would be a tragic 
waste.” 

People came from many parts of the 
Midlands, South Staffordshire, Notting¬ 
ham, Leicester, Bromsgrove, Willenhall 
and Wolverhampton to name but a few, 
and all seemed to have a common aim of 
making folk clubs the best experience they 
can be. Common concerns which emerged 
were the average age of the people at folk 
venues and the lack of publicity and com¬ 
munication between organisers up and 
down the country. 

Problems 

But John has no illusions about the 
enormity of the task. 

“The main aim of the day was to get 
West Midlands folk club organisers 
together for the first time and to get them 
to share their problems. 

“We also wanted to explore how the 
clubs and small venues could use publicity, 
PR, websites and social networking more 
successfully. I think we have raised a lot of 
issues which people are thinking and 
talking about and I think they will con¬ 
tinue to talk about. 

“I hope now through social networking 
there will be a lot of ideas posted, a sharing 
of ideas. Then getting everyone to start 
thinking about how we reach the ‘non¬ 
folk’ audience. 

“That is absolutely key, it’s what we do 
about raising the profile of the clubs and 
letting people know they can see brilliant 
musicians in intimate surroundings. 

“My message to every folk club is to 
explore every possibility you can to be as 
professional as you can, in your publicity 
and marketing and make sure when you 
get the people into your folk club that you 
give them the best experience possible.”

John believes the local folk club scene 
has been dropped by the media because it 
is seen as a minority interest. 

“The publicity which was so important 
to us has gone, so we are being battered on 
a local level,” says John. “Even worse is 
that on a national level we are just criti¬ 
cised and laughed at. For example, BBC2 
Folk Awards dropped the Best Folk Club 
of the Year, they don’t talk about us any 
more. We have been referred to as the old 
‘beards and sandals’ brigade which has

THE first weekend in June will 
probably see the Wolverhampton 
Steam and Vintage Fair held for 
the last time in city’s West Park. 

Budget cuts at Wolverhampton 
City Council will mean that if it is to 
continue for the 20th time next 
year, a new site will be needed. 

When it began, in 1995, it was 
organised by the Rotary Club of 
Wolverhampton at Lower Pende¬ 
ford Farm Coven, under the chair¬ 
manship of John Wootton. 

The pattern was established 
right away, with steam traction 
engines, large and small, vintage 
vehicles, a large model marquee 
and other attractions. 

There was a parade of vehicles 
around the farm each day. 

Free buses were laid on to bring 
visitors from Wolverhampton, and

the event was considered a big 


Subsequently, it came under the 
wing of the council’s Outdoor 
Events Department, and was 
moved to West Park, and most sig¬ 
nificantly the parade of traction 
engines and vintage vehicles went 
through the city centre starting at 
noon on the Saturday. 

The event was free to enter, and, 
weather permitting, grew into a 
spectacular annual attraction. 

Each element of the event con¬ 
tinued to be organised by volun¬ 
teers with Councillor Malcolm 
Gwinnett and Jacki Wynn of 
Outdoor Events playing major 
roles, not least when Councillor 
Gwinnett lead the parade as mayor. 


The basic elements remained in 
place, with a large outdoor fair in 
one field, and the steam and 
vintage vehicles in another, but 
new attractions were to be added, 
like an American Indian Village 
and an aircraft section organised by 
the Staffordshire Aircraft Restora¬ 
tion Team. 

The parade brought startled 
shoppers to a standstill as steam 
rollers, armoured vehicles and fire 
engines suddenly rolled through 
Queen Square and around the city 
centre, the last such city centre 
parade in the country. 

Council budget cuts have halved 
the budget for this year and will be 
cut altogether next year, so that if 
John Wootton and his team of vol¬ 
unteers organise the event in 2014 
it will have to be elsewhere.

Hotel's new owner asks 
for help with restoration

WORK to repair and restore one 
of Britain’s most endangered 
listed buildings has begun. 

Solicitor Zafar Raship snapped up the 
grade II listed Edwardian Waterloo hotel in 
Cape hill, Smethwick, for £150,000 when it 
went under the hammer at an auction run 
by CP Bigwoods at Villa Park last Novem¬ 
ber. 

The building, which had just been named 
one of the most endangered in the country 
by English Heritage, was part of the Victo¬ 
rian Society’s top 10 most at risk structures. 

And now the 30 year-old from Birming¬ 
ham has said he wants Cape Hill residents 
to be involved in its restoration, by telling 
him how they envisage it being used. 

Mr Raship, a partner with Perry Barr- 
based Britannia Law Practice LLR said: “I 
personally feel this building is owned more 
by the community than its landlord. 

“It’s an iconic building and we need to 
come together to preserve it for generations 
to come. 

Preserved 

“We want to bring it back to life, to return 
it to what it was, so future generations can 
actually see the building and its historic fea¬ 
tures. 

“It’s the local residents who will cherish 
and see the building every day, so if they can 
work alongside with me I would be very 
grateful.” 

Mr Raship is now arranging talks with 
the community in Cape Hill to see how they 
feel the important historic landmark should 
be restored and preserved, and has issued a 
plea for them to keep an on it. He fears the 
building may become a target for metal 
thieves and vandals. 

He said: “It’s a shame the building has 


been vandalised to this state. 

“The more we can protect the historic fea¬ 
tures the better. It’s in the interests of 
everyone, and so if anyone does see anything 
strange, like a door open, please let the 
police know.” 

Work has already started on the ornate 


Edwardian pub, in Shireland Road, with the 
roof being repaired after lead was stolen. 

Mr Raship estimates it could cost between 
£100,000 and £150,000 to restore, and he 
has not placed a timeframe on its comple¬ 
tion. 

Built as a flagship pub hotel by Midland 


brewer Mitchells and Butlers in 1908, it has 
a lavish baroque front and interior that 
attracted the rich and famous of Birming¬ 
ham and the Black Country who will have 
dined there, and enjoyed food from its origi¬ 
nal Edwardian grill, which is still in working 
order, and considered to be unique. 


Shop has 
licence to 
sell booze 
revoked 

THE owners of an off- 
licence in Smethwick have 
had their alcohol licence 
revoked after Sandwell 
trading standards officers 
found illegal booze and ciga¬ 
rettes in the store. 

Quality Supermarket at 
the West Cross shopping 
centre in Smethwick had its 
licence revoked by the 
council licensing committee 
after a haul of non-duty cig¬ 
arettes and alcohol was 
found by officers from 
trading standards and 
Revenue and Customs. 

More than 100 litres of 
illegal spirits were found 
along with around 4,180 cig¬ 
arettes, which are estimated 
to add up to £2,313.96 in lost 
duty. 

Licensing committee 
chairman Councillor Pete 
Allen said: “Alcohol licence 
holders not only need to be 
aware of their duties in not 
selling alcohol to underage 
children, but also for the 
authenticity of alcohol in 
their stores.”

Finance chief 
stole £14,000 
to pay debts 


A FINANCE controller who pocketed more 
than £14,000 from a pharmacy by altering 
cheques, was given a suspended jail term. 

Michael Bull, of Walsall, stole the money while working at 
the Darlaston head office of Jhoots Pharmacy, Wolverhamp¬ 


ton Crown Court heard last 
week. 

Mrs Alka Brigue, prose¬ 
cuting, said the 30-year-old 
worked in the finance 
department and one of his 
duties was to pay suppliers. 

The cheques would be 
signed by the firm’s manag¬ 
ing director but afterwards 
Bull would erase the correct 
payee details and replace it 
with M Bull or T Millington, 
his wife’s maiden name. 

Payment 

He was caught when a 
supplier contacted the 
company requesting 

payment. It was found that a 
total of 20 cheques had been 
falsified and Bull had stolen 
a total of £14,196.05. The 
first five had been changed 
to pay M Bull and the follow¬ 
ing 15 had been altered to 
pay T Millington. 

Mrs Brugye added: 
“During an interview with

police, the defendant made 
full and frank admissions, 
saying that he stole the 
money to help pay off a long¬ 
standing debt through 
credit cards.” 

Bull, of Harden Road, 
Bloxwich, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of fraud by abuse of 
position and another of con¬ 
cealing criminal property 
between January and 
December 2012. 

Miss Amrisha 

Parathalingam, defending, 
said that Bull, who had no 
previous convictions, was 
paying back his debts. 

Explaining that it was 
‘just possible’ to suspend the 
prison sentence, Judge 
Nicholas Webb handed Bull 
a nine-month jail term, sus¬ 
pended for two years. He 
was told to do 100 hours 
unpaid work.

Plan for recycling plant 
promises five new jobs

A NEW recycling plant 
could be built in West 
Bromwich bringing a jobs 
boost to the borough. 

If the plans are approved, five jobs 
would be created at the new plant 
which would be built in Grice Street, 
just off Spon Lane South. 

Recycled Aggregates (Midlands) 
has submitted the planning applica¬ 
tion for the recycling business to 
Sandwell Council. 

Bosses say the proposals would 
mean new employment opportuni¬ 
ties for the area. 

Borough planners will make a 
decision on the scheme at a later 
date. 

The development would see the 
screening and crushing of soil, brick, 
concrete and tiles, plus the sorting 
of mixed non-hazardous recyclable 
materials 

Traffic 

The 570-acre site, which is next to 
the M5, already has an office build¬ 
ing which would remain. The plan 
includes storage bays and reception, 
a sorting and storage building and a 
crushing plant. 

If plans are approved the site will 
process 125,000 tons of waste a year 
and would see 80 lorry movements 
per day - but bosses say the pre¬ 
dicted traffic levels for the site are 
low and accessibility to the site 
raises no problems. 

The council is also to consider an 
application for a waste treatment 
facility in Wednesbury, which would 
create around 12 jobs and cost more 
than £1 million. 

An application to convert the 
former Hughes & Sons Ltd, Portway 
Road, into a green and wood waste 
processing centre has been updated 
after the council asked for more 
details on parking.

Health centre plans 
appeal is thrown out 


Dave faces gruelling test

AN attempt to re-ignite plans 
for a three-storey £11 million 
health centre in Smethwick 
has failed. 

The applicants behind the Smeth¬ 
wick Wellbeing Centre, which was pro¬ 
posed for land between High Street 
and Tollhouse Way, appealed to the 
national Planning Inspectorate after 
their plans were turned down by 
Sandwell Council last May. 

But inspector Stephen Pratt has 
dismissed the appeal, saying the devel¬ 
opment would be ‘inappropriate, 
incompatible and intrusive’ for 
Smethwick. 

Councillors had been expected to 
give the green light for the plans last 
year after they were recommended for 
approval by planning officers. The 
proposal was for a building with com¬ 
munity facilities, healthcare spaces 
and retail space. 

Committee 

There would also have been special¬ 
ist care provision space, offices, and 
outdoor terraces within the project, a 
129-space car park, and public space. 
But the planning committee turned 
down the application following a 
protest by Smethwick residents. 

And after considering the main 
planning concerns including the size 
and scale of the development, the loss 
of open space including Pigeon Park 
which would have been replaced by a 
surfaced public plaza, Mr Pratt 
decided to back the councillors. 

In his report he said: “I conclude 
that the design, scale, siting, bulk and 
height of the proposed building would 
represent an inappropriate, incompat¬ 
ible and intrusive new development, 
which would be out of keeping with 
the established character of this part 
of Smethwick town centre.” 


FUNDRAISER Dave Heeley is gearing 
up for yet another gruelling challenge - 
cycling 700 miles through seven coun¬ 
tries in seven days.

Bid to ease traffic congestion 


A FUNDING bid towards 
multi-million pound plans to 
ease congestion along one of 
the busiest routes in Walsall 
will be submitted this month. 

A major revamp worth around £10m 
is being planned for the A461 Lichfield 
Road, which could include signalised 
junctions, pedestrian crossings and 
better bus stops. 

However, previous proposals to 
introduce a red route along the stretch 


and around the town centre will no 
longer be pursued. 

The A461 is the main link between 
Walsall town centre and Brownhills, 
with thousands of motorists a day trav¬ 
elling along the route. 

Link 

A red route proposal was initially put 
on hold almost two-and-a-half years 
ago after external funding from trans¬ 
port bosses was axed. 

Council chiefs previously said there 
were ambitions to revive the scheme. 


Council leader Mike Bird said: “The 
red route programme for Walsall and 
the West Midlands has now ended, 
however, we have set aside some money 
to address congestion along the A461 
Walsall town centre to Shire Oak corri¬ 
dor. 

“Preliminary designs have now been 
developed for the scheme and an appli¬ 
cation to The Black Country Local 
Enterprise Partnership for major 
transport scheme funding is due later 
this month.”

inflation 
drops but 
is likely to 
rise again 

FALLING prices at the 
petrol pumps led to a bigger- 
than-expected drop in infla¬ 
tion in April, the first easing 
in the annual rate of price 
rises for six months. 

The Office for National 
Statistics said this week that 
consumer prices index infla¬ 
tion dipped to 2.4 per cent in 
April, from 2.8 per cent in 
March, as lower fuel costs 
and air fares pushed overall 
transport prices down for 
the first time in almost four 
years. 

But inflation is expected 
to spike above three per cent 
in the summer. 

The fall is expected to 
provide only a temporary 
respite for households as 
rising gas, water and elec¬ 
tricity bills feed through to 
households over the 
summer. 

Inflation has remained 
above the Bank of England’s 
two per cent target since 
December 2009. 


Pair who made neighbours' 
lives a misery are evicted 


A COUPLE whose 
drunken behaviour 
made their neighbours’ 
lives a misery have been 
evicted from their 
council home and 
banned from Sandwell 
for five years. 

Frankie O’Donnell, aged 26, 
and Samantha Truslove, 23, 
have now left the flat in Black- 
heath, after Sandwell Council, 
supported by police and others, 
took tenant O’Donnell to court 
to repossess the home at Moor¬ 
lands Court, in Reservoir Road. 

Council officers from the 
authority secured anti-social 
behaviour orders against the 
pair in February and they came 
into full effect at the end of last 
month when the keys to their 
home were handed over.

At the Asbo hearing, Walsall 
County Court was told O’Don¬ 
nell and Truslove had used 
drugs in public places, including 
libraries and outside flats, been 
drunk in public, verbally abused 
and threatened council officers, 
begged for money from residents 
and committed crime through¬ 
out the borough. 

Violent 

The orders will run until Feb¬ 
ruary 2018, and bans them from 
entering Sandwell, apart from 
visiting relatives at specific 
addresses at specific times with 
named family members. 

They also ban O’Donnell and 
Truslove from violent or threat¬ 
ening behaviour, including 
offensive language, damaging 
property, drinking alcohol or 


being found intoxicated by 
alcohol or drugs in public places; 
and begging for money in public 
places. 

In a separate hearing at 
Sandwell Magistrates’ Court 
last week, O’Donnell who is 
already in prison for a fraud 
offence, was jailed for a further 
four weeks for breaching an 
interim Asbo in place before his 
full Asbo was secured. 

The breach took place on 
November 27 last year at the 
Sainsbury’s store in Oldbury, 
when he threatened staff. 
O’Donnell is already serving a 
two-month prison sentence for a 
fraud offence. 

Insp Ian Massey, neighbour¬ 
hood manager for south 
Sandwell, said the borough 
would be a better place through 
the pair’s ‘prolonged absence’.

A MASTER of rambling, 
absurdist humour, only 
perhaps Paul Merton can 
get close to Eddie Izzard 
when it comes to bizarre 
flights of fancy.

SARAH Howells provides

Raven-haired, Howells’ 
piercingly clear voice has a 
fantastic range, seemingly 
unlimited power and yet at 
times manages to keep a 
childlike quality to it. 

Starting out with A 
Time to Be which was a 
much louder version that 
had much more of a rock 
feel to it than the ethereal 
acoustic version on their 
new album Little Letters. 

Therein lies a potential 
problem. It seems the live 
versions of their tracks on 
the album promotion tour 
are much harder and 
heavier and if you have 
only heard them from the 
recording it could be some¬ 
thing of a shock when you 
hear them live. 

Also from their new 
album was At the Altar 
which was a strong ballad 
which built up slowly then 
dropped out for the verses 
before building back up 
again for the chorus. For 
the Same Mistakes 
Howells allowed the softer 
side of her voice free rein 
for this torch song. 

The set included mostly 
tracks from Little Letters 
with the odd oldie thrown 
in. For the strong ballad 
Lifelight, Howells’ voice 
stood out, hitting high and 
low notes with consum¬ 
mate ease.

David proves he still 
has what it takes 


H e’s the Starman, a real Space 
Oddity and one of our 
Heroes. He’s also known 
as David Robert Jones, the Brixton 
boy who grew up to be one of the 
most influential music artists of all 
time. 

Of course, we all know him best 
as David Bowie, a change of 
moniker forced on him by the fact 
that in the early days of his career, 
Davy Jones was making a name for 
himself as a member of The 
Monkees. 

Even if you’re not a fan of his 
music, you’ve got to admire the way 
in which Bowie has continually 
managed to reinvent himself, and 
not so much moved with the times, 
as stayed ahead of them. 

For years he kept out of the 
spotlight, then surprised everybody 
by announcing the release of The 
Next Day, his first studio album for 
10 years, on his 66th birthday. 

He’s kept quiet about it ever since, 
apart from revealing he will never do 
another interview, preferring instead 
to let the music do the talking; if 
anything, his silence has also 


The Next Day has been a massive 
success, with the public intrigued by 
what he might have been up to 
during his absence. And while it’s a 
good album, even the most ardent 
Bowie fan would probably admit that 
it isn’t as impressive as the offerings 
he gave the world during his most 
productive period, which lasted 
through the 1970s to the early 
1980s. 

This period continues to be seen 
as the most important of his career 
to date, and five separate years of 
that time are looked at in-depth in 
this new documentary. 

Its makers have decided that 
1971, 1975, 1977, 1980 and 1983 
are when Bowie was at the peak of 
his powers, and it’s hard to disagree 
with them. 

The programme will look at Ziggy 
Stardust, the decision to adopt a 
soul sound for Young Americans, his 
Thin White Duke persona, time in 
Berlin, and the later Scary Monsters 
(and Super Creeps), and Let’s 
Dance albums. 


We’re promised previously unseen 
archive footage and interviews with 
collaborators too. 

“David Bowie is one of the 
most important international 
music stars of the past 50 years,” 
says Jan Younghusband, the 
BBC’s Commissioning Editor, 

Music & Events. “His impact on 
the music industry around the 
globe is exceptional. The never- 
before-seen footage in this 
programme will provide a fascinating 
insight into the world of this very 
private person.” 

Francis Whately, director, adds: 
“This is a project that has been in 
development for more than a 
decade, in fact since Bowie and I 
worked together in 2001 on a film 
for the BBC Omnibus strand. This 
year, 2013, is shaping up to be the 
year of David Bowie, and now is the 
perfect moment for this feature- 
length film devoted to this 
extraordinary artist.” 

Extraordinary indeed. Fifty years 
after he recorded his first demo, and 
after so many ch-ch-ch-changes to 
his image, Bowie is, as his song 
Fame states, too cool to fool.

Remarkable Baggies 
save the best for last 


Albion 5 Manchester Utd 5 


THE HAWTHORNS played host to 
an extraordinary afternoon to 
round off a remarkable season. 

And in the end it had little to do with Sir 
Alex Ferguson, writes Steve Madeley. 

The Manchester United manager began 
the final day of the campaign with star 
billing as he prepared to end a glittering 
career. But he ended it with a brief yet signif¬ 
icant walk-on role in an exhilarating sport¬ 
ing drama that no-one will forget. 

The first 5-5 draw in the English top flight 
since 1984 - QPR against Newcastle, for the 
record - will go down as a contender to be the 
greatest match in Premier League history. 

A crowd that threatened at times to 
become mired in petty squabbles and ugly, 
tribal disputes ended the day united in admi¬ 
ration for a truly astonishing spectacle. 

We could debate the shortcomings of an 
Albion display that, for a dreadful opening 35 
minutes was utterly dismal as United raced 
into a 3-0 lead. 

Character 

We could laud the reserves of character 
that enabled Steve Clarke’s side to fight back 
from 3-0 to 3-2 and then from 5-2 to a barely 
believable 5-5. 

Most of all, we could marvel at the magnif¬ 
icent match-changing contribution of half¬ 
time substitute Romelu Lukaku, whose 
36-minute hat-trick was the centre-piece of a 
fabulous thrill-ride. 

But it was a day, above all else, to simply 
revel in the kind of football match that comes 
around just two or three times in most sup¬ 
porters’ lifetimes. 

For much of the opening period, half- 
soaked Baggies were run ragged by Red 
Devils determined to send their legendary 
manager out in style. When the visitors led 
3-0 with 30 minutes on the clock, Albion fans 
were fearing their visitors might score more 
than New Zealand’s cricketers had mustered 
at Lord’s hours earlier.

The Baggies defence vanished on six 
minutes when Javier Hernandez chased a 
pass into the corner and crossed to the near 
ost, where Shinji Kagawa was unmarked to 
ead home the first. There was further chaos 
in the Baggies’ backline just three minutes 
later as Antonio Valencia was allowed to race 
down the right and cross towards Hernan¬ 
dez, with Jonas Olsson turning the ball hap¬ 
lessly into his own net to make it 2-0. 

The third goal arrived on the half-hour as 
Hernandez and Tom Cleverley combined on 
the edge of the box to feed Alexander 
Buttner, who surged forward into space from 
left-back and was given all the time he 
needed to drill home a low, left-footed shot. 

The Baggies were imploding and pockets 
of trouble involving rogue United fans in 
home sections of The Hawthorns threatened 
to turn the whole occasion sour. 

But what unfolded in the next hour 


reminded both sets of fans just why they love 
football. 

Five minutes before half-time, Youssouf 
Mulumbu seized on a loose pass in midfield 
and fed Graham Dorrans, who crossed for 
James Morrison to make it 3-1 and give the 
hosts a glimmer of hope. 

Lukaku then changed the mood inside the 
ground within five minutes of his introduc¬ 
tion. He powered in from the left and bent 
home a shot that crept inside the far post off 
the hand of Anders Lindegaard who, in 
truth, should have done better. 

But United restored their two-goal 
cushion three minutes later with another 
move down the Baggies’ brittle left flank. 
Makeshift left-back Chris Brunt was beaten 
by Valencia, whose cross was turned in by 
Robin van Persie. And they extended the 
advantage on 63 minutes when Hernandez 
turned home a cross from Ryan Giggs to 


make it 5-2 and, seemingly, settle the game. 

Then the remarkable conclusion to a mas¬ 
terpiece of sporting drama began. Albion 
should have made it 5-3 when Olsson missed 
a sitter from a Dorrans cross before two goals 
in a minute. 

First substitute Markus Rosenberg split 
the United defence and Lukaku rounded 
Lindegaard to score, then Billy Jones pulled 
a cross back for Youssouf Mulumbu to slide 
home a shot. And, with four minutes left, 
Lukaku applied the final twist to an aston¬ 
ishing tale when he bundled home from close 
range a misdirected cross from Mulumbu to 
send the Hawthorns into delirium. 

As he departed the Premier League scene, 
Ferguson offered just three words of reflec¬ 
tion: “Emotional. Very emotional”. In the 
circumstances, perhaps one of his more 
famous post-match quotes was more appro¬ 
priate. “Football. Bloody hell...”

BOXING legend Roy Jones Junior roared

“By winning world titles at mid¬ 
dleweight and heavyweight, I have already 
done the unthinkable. I want to carry on 
doing the unthinkable.” 

Jones was reunited with Telford’s 
Richie Woodhall, his interviewer on the 


night, 25 years on from when the pair 
boxed in the 1988 Olympic Games. His 
silver medal that year in Seoul, South 
Korea came following a victory over Wood¬ 
hall that meant the Englishman could 
only obtain bronze. 

The Shropshire boxing legend and 
ardent Baggies fan, who went on to win a 
WBC world super-middleweight title after 
turning professional, believed Jones 
should have won gold only to be the victim 
of ‘daylight robbery’ in a controversial 
final. Jones was equally complimentary. 
He said: “Richie was a tall, competitive 
guy with a lot of heart.” 


ALBION LUCK RUNS 
OUT FOR FORTUNE 


ALBION will offer fans’ favourite Zoltan Gera 
a new contract if he proves his fitness - but 
Marc-Antoine Fortune’s career at The 
Hawthorns could be over. 

The club have opened talks with defender Steven Reid 
over a new deal despite injuries preventing him activating 
an automatic option to stay at The Hawthorns.
